In opening a_ revival cam- 
paign it is not wise to take up 
new songs to learn them. There 
is a time to learn and practice 
new songs but not in a revival. 
Sing songs that people know 
and get them to help. An oc- 
casional new song sung by two 
or three or even more if they 
know it well themselves is good 
for a change, but this is not 
practice. And songs may be 
new to many in .the congrega- 
tion, but they should not be 
new to the singers for the best 
results. A song leader should 
be a good judge of the kind of 
songs that are needed in the 
different stages of the meeting. 
He should always keep in close 
touch with the spirit of the 
meeting and select his songs to 
suit. A person that cannot do 
this is not a good song leader 
in a revival. 


And a thing that will always 
hurt more or less in any meet- 
ing is to try to separate a crowd 
of saints off to themselves to 
sing and keep the sinners out 
and not allow them to sing. If 
you want to ruin a meeting you 
can do it very easily in that 
way. Let the sinners sing. I’ve 
seen them sing conviction on 
themselves many times. I used 
to take special pains to invite 
the sinners to sing, and it would 
not be long till the big tears 
were running down their cheeks 
while they sang and the next 
thing they would break for the 
altar and get saved. You’ve 
got to be kind and loving and 
gentle with sinners to get 
them saved. Show them _ re- 
spect and make them feel like 
you want them to help you in 
the meeting.

In my early ministry with my 
little match blaze I would make 
for the Sunday school children 
and get a goodly number saved 
and burning, then would follow 
the tender hearted women and 
when these would all blaze a 
week or two I was ready for 
the hard hearted men.

In opening the campaign 
don’t try to bite off too much 
at the start.

Of all the dear ones who nave re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since I came 
into this way eight months ago, none 
that I know is more interesting than 
Brother C. W. Sweat. 

Columbus Washington Sweat is 
short of stature, a little over five feet | 
tall and is sixty-six years old and was 
for sixty-five years, so he says, a faith- 
ful servant of the devil. This mod- 
ern Zaccheus was once well to do, 
but a period of dissipation and de 
bauchery left him poor and the past 
present and future were shrouded in 
gloom, but Brother Sweat was brave 
and set to work to earn his living by 
daily labor with a cheerful face and 
a courteous manner. 

Last May at the Wimauma Camp 
Meeting he was deeply stirred-by a 
sermon and quit tobacco after using 
it for forty years. Conviction deepened 
and about July 1st he allowed himself 


_ to be led to the altar one night, where 


he was converted. The following night 
he was sanctified and the third night 
he was baptized with the Holy Ghost 
and talked in tongues. During this 
meeting he rode fifteen miles a day 
to attenti one service. 

Since then Brother Sweat has been 
instantly serving God day and night. 
He is the best example of redeeming 
grace that I have ever seen. He is, 
in the full meaning of the term, a 
new creature. Brother Sweat appre- 
ciates salvation with all his heart and 
is continually praising and blessing 
God. I wish all his sayings could be 
recorded and distributed among God’s 
children as a testimony of what sal- 
vation means to this humble follow- 
er of the Lamb. ~ 


‘In his first testimony, Brother 
Sweat said, “I have been a great sin- 
ner and I want to be a great Chris- 
tian. When I served Satan I did it 
thoroughly, I obeyed all his command- 
ments. Now, why shouldn’t I ‘serve 
God just as faithfully during my few 
remaining days, months or _ years? 
When I met him at the camp meeting 
in October he threw his arms around 
me and exclaimed, “Oh, Brother Stock- 
ton! Haven’t we struck it?” A homely 
expression, but it struck an echoing 
chord in my heart and will, I think, 
in the hearts of many who read this. 

Brother Sweat lives five miles from 
Wimauma and rides to services when 
he can, when he cannot ride, he walks 
and goes anyhow. Other members of 
the family may get their eyes upon 
the obstacles which Satan puts in the 
way of their going, but he doesn’t 
admit any obstacles. He thinks only 
of the absolute necessity of attending 
services so they have to go with him 
and never regret it. 


Brother Sweat is halt blind but 
makes no complaint, never an. ap- 
peal for sympathy and you cannot 


pity one who is so cheerful and hap- 
py. Recently I heard him mention 
four people to whom he would send 
the Evangel as a Christmas gift. He 
said, “I can’t see to read it myself and 
I want to give it to somebody whe 
can.” 

Brother Sweat says, “When I was a 
sinner I never let anything stop me. 
Others might shrink from high water, 
cold, heat or rain, but not I, and I 
nearly always got by. Now in the 
Lord’s service, I do not intend to let 
the devil or anything else hinder me 
in my race for heaven.” And he_ is 
making good. He has all the fruits 
of the Spirit and Satan seems at a 
loss bow to lay hold on that surren- 
dered life.

Brother Sweat says, “When I am 
dead and laid on the cooling board 
I want people to say, That old fellow 
was once a great sinner, but now he 
has gone to rest.
